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Topinka remembered for political style

In an era of politicians who are wedded to the 
party line, coiffed and packaged to sell to vot- 
ers, colorful and outspoken Judy Baar Topinka 
spent three-and-a-half decades thinking, act- 
ing and speaking outside the box. 

She castigated opponents in her own Re- 
publican Party as “morons,” joked about the 
effects of the hair dye she used, promoted her 
frugal nature of fashion shopping at Good- 
will—all the while putting a premium on de- 
livering for the people she represented. 

Topinka, a suburban newspaper reporter 
and editor who went on to serve as a state 
lawmaker and state treasurer, lose a bid for 
governor and make a comeback as Illinois 
comptroller, died Wednesday of complica- 
tions from a stroke. She was 70. 

She died a little more than a month after 
winning re-election as comptroller, an of- 
fice that keeps the state checkbook, and just 
weeks before she was to join other statewide 
winners at a Jan. 12 inauguration. 

She’s remembered for her political style, 
a no-nonsense, straight-shooter unafraid to 
work with like-minded allies on both sides of 
the aisle to advance public policy. 

Consider the outpouring of reaction to 
her death. The fond remembrances came 
from Democratic President Obama and II- 
linois congressmen and state legislators of 
both political stripes, departing Democratic 
Gov. Quinn and incoming Republican Gov- 
elect Bruce Rauner. 

“Judy was an institution in Illinois politics,” 
Obama said in a statement, adding, “She was 
blunt, pragmatic, unfailingly cheerful and en- 
ergetic, and always willing to put politics aside 
to find common-sense solutions that made a 
difference for the people of Illinois.” 

In many respects, Topinka could be con- 
sidered the matriarch of the once-controlling 
moderate wing of the Illinois Republican 
Party. A fiscal conservative, she was an early 
advocate of abortion rights and gay rights, po- 
sitions that often put her at odds with mem- 
bers of the GOP’s socially conservative wing. 

“On Election Day, she was a Republican, 
but after the election she was there to help ev- 
erybody,” former Goy. Jim Edgar said. “And if 
she had a point of view that didn’t agree with 
so-called party doctrine, she still had that 
point of view. She wasn’t going to be dictated 
to by the party.” 

The “morons” tag came at the expense of 
her Republican governor foes in the 2006 pri- 
mary, though general election opponent Rod 
Blagojevich wasn’t spared a tongue lashing. 
The Democratic governor, Topinka opined, 


, 


had “little weasel eyes.” In the pomp of her 
first inauguration as treasurer in 1995, her line 
about ham-and-bean dinners, riding in a small 
campaign van and flatulence became part of 
Springfield lore. 

Though she eventually became a party 
insider, she made it a point to note that she 
wasn't one of the good old boys who had con- 
trolled Illinois politics. 

“T don’t know that I was ever the choice of 
the party regulars,” Topinka said while run- 
ning for governor. “One fellow told me, “You 
are never going to get anywhere. You don’t

Topinka was the first woman to become 
the Illinois GOP’s nominee for governor, first 
woman to serve as state Republican chairman 
and first woman to win two different state- 
wide offices. 

It was her loss to the now-convicted and 
imprisoned Blagojevich that had threatened 
to define Topinka. The better-funded Demo- 
crat labeled her in a series of millions of dol- 
lars of negative TV campaign ads with the

catchphrase “What’s she thinking?” 

As the ads questioned her judgment and 
common sense, Topinka was hampered by 
the lingering toll among Republicans involv- 
ing the scandal-plagued tenure of former 
Gov. George Ryan, who went to prison. A 
video of her dancing the polka with Ryan was 
used against her by a GOP primary opponent. 

Compared with the say-anything Blagojev- 
ich, Topinka also was criticized for a lack of 
vision for the state. 

“You can have all the vision in the world, but 
if you can’t pay for it, what good is it?” she once 
said. “I am more meat and potatoes, sorry. You 
want a good-running, functioning state that 
you can depend on. I am just dependable.” 

Her death prompted an outpouring of con- 
dolences that went beyond political figures 
to include special interest groups and labor 
unions, a traditional Democratic ally. 

Rauner had grown close to Topinka during 
his successful campaign for governor and had 
based his transition activities in the comptrol- 
ler’s office during the recent legislative session. 

“She was just filled with life,” Rauner said dur- 
ing a brief visit to the comptroller’s office at the 
Thompson Center. “She had a big heart, and 
people could just see it. Within two minutes of 
spending time with her, you loved her. She lived 
life to the fullest. She cared deeply and you could 
see it in her face, you could see it in her eyes.”

At first glance, fitting police officers with 
cameras seems like an immediate, sure-fire way 
of curbing misconduct and building commu- 
nity trust. Objective video would eliminate 
the he-said, he-said element that made the 
Michael Brown case so controversial, and 
both officers and the public would be much 
more conscientious in their interactions if they 
knew they were being recorded. 

Initial results from communities where 
body cams have been implemented bear much 
of this out, according to a 2013 report in The 
Guardian. Complaints against police officers 
have fallen, and either suits have been dropped 
or offending officers have admitted their 
wrongdoings after video was reviewed. 

Notwithstanding the hype, body cameras 
arent a panacea for police misconduct. The 
events that lead to Garner’s death in Staten 
Tsland—and John Crawford’s September death

cam-equipped officer enters 
a private residence. While 
generally supportive of body 
cams, groups like the ACLU 
are pressing police depart- 
ments to institute policies 
regarding how these videos 
will be stored, accessed and reviewed, as well as 
how and when they are released to the public. 

The fact that police officers in America 
must wear body cams just so the public feels a 
bit safer can only be seen as a failure of society. 
Cops are supposed to be synonymous with 
public safety: No citizen should be as afraid of 
police officers as they are of criminals. When 
the police arrive, their mere presence should 
put people at ease—not the cameras attached 
to their lapels. 

Community policing— building trust 
between officers of the law and members 
of the community based on humanitarian 
understanding on both sides —will do more to 
eliminate anti-cop sentiment than body cam- 
eras ever could. Police interactions with the 
community must at all times be governed by 
three words, the ones displayed on every squad 
car in the city: Serve and protect.

LIMITS OF ABUSE AID

They come by the dozens every weekday to 
the teeming Cook County Domestic Vio- 
lence courthouse, people from all walks of life 
who for one reason or another want a court 
order to calm an abusive relationship or stop 
a stalker. 

Some have black eyes and haven't slept. 
They bring police reports and are ready to 
press charges. Others waver, wary that taking 
legal action could set off a powder keg. Rela- 
tives come, too, desperate and tired of seeing 
a loved one mistreated. 

At the courthouse on Chicago’s Near West 


Side, they enter a 
world that offers a 
lifeline but also comes 
with its own potential 
pitfalls. One by one 
they’re screened in a 
“triage” room just off 
the lobby. They fill 
out forms and wait to 
see a judge. There are advocates, social work- 
ers, prosecutors and pro bono lawyers stand- 
ing by to help, but they can do only so much. 
Often it’s up to the victims to decide how best 
to help themselves. 

That’s the dilemma Nagah Ezaldein found 
herself in last April when she went to the 
courthouse at 555 W. Harrison St. while seek- 
ing a no-contact order for her sister, Nadia,

who allegedly had been beaten, threatened 
and harassed by her ex-boyfriend. 

Judge Caroline Moreland denied the peti- 
tion, saying that by law the victim needed to 
make the request. Her sister said Nadia was 
too scared to come to court. As it turned out, 
she had every reason to be fearful. 

On Black Friday, she was working at the 
bustling Nordstrom department store along 
the Magnificent Mile when police say the 
ex-boyfriend, Marcus Dee, fatally shot her 
before turning the gun on himself. It was her 
22nd birthday. 

Such high-profile slayings are a reminder 
that there are no easy solutions to domes- 
tic violence. For those living with a volatile 
partner or dealing with an obsessive ex, the 
reasons for not taking action are complex, 


including shame and financial considerations, 
even safety of children. 

Sebastian T: Patti, the presiding judge at 
the Domestic Violence courthouse, defended 
Moreland’s decision to deny the petition by 
Ezaldein’s sister, saying that, under the law, a 
family member can intervene only if the al- 
leged victim is a minor or too physically inca- 
pacitated to come to court. 

With thousands of cases to handle each 
year—from routine squabbles to felony as- 
saults—those who work at the courthouse 
know that some victims inevitably will be 
lost. But those deaths hit hard, the judge said. 

“T will tell you that everybody who works 
here bleeds real blood,” Patti said in an inter- 
view last week. “You think about the fact that 
somebody who was here a couple weeks ago 


who I maybe talked to, bumped into at the 
vending machine ... that person is no longer 
on the planet. It does have that effect.” 


Arevolving door 

According to her family, Nadia Ezaldein had 
broken up with Dee almost a year before her 
slaying and had taken steps to avoid him, in- 
cluding changing her phone number three 
times. But for most of those who die at the 
hands of their abusers, the greatest danger 
comes as they try to leave. In fact, about three- 
fourths of the people who die each year be- 
cause of domestic violence were killed while 
attempting to end the relationship, according 
to data from the US. Department of Justice. 

Leaving an abusive relationship is usually 
nota single event, but a process, experts say: It 
typically takes a victim seven attempts before 
walking away, said Cameka Crawford, spokes- 
woman for the National Domestic Violence 
Hotline. 

“We know they are the expert in their own 
lives,” Crawford said. The hotline handled 
more than 300,000 calls in 2013—the largest 
volume since its inception 20 years ago. 

But that doesn’t make the situation easier 
for others to understand, especially when po- 
lice officers have made multiple calls to the 
same house or relatives have made repeated 
trips to the emergency room with a loved one. 
A few days later, victims recant. They refuse to 
press charges. Or they are desperate to believe 
a flurry of promises—that their abuser has 
changed or will stop drinking, advocates said. 


People at their worst 

When Ezaldein’s sister came to the court- 
house April 8, she would have first encoun- 
tered a front desk receptionist whose job it is 
to ask a flurry of questions about her allega- 
tions and what relief she was seeking. 

If a police report had been filed or officers 
dispatched on a specific incident, the peti- 
tioner is sent to the state’s attorney’s desk, 
where prosecutors evaluate whether criminal 
charges could be lodged. 

If there was no police involvement—which 
apparently was the case with Ezaldein at that 
point—the petitioner is sent back to fill out a 
seven-page form that includes a summons for 
the accused, a proposed order for the judge 
and a section in which the alleged incidents 
can be detailed. 

There are several opportunities for peti-

tioners to seek help, either from the Domes- 
tic Violence Legal Clinic—a private, not-for- 
profit organization that has office space in the 
reception area—or from law students from 
DePaul University who have volunteered 
their assistance. 

On a recent morning, the reception room 
was busy with petitioners seated at low tables, 
filling out forms and talking to advocates. 

One woman approached the front desk

holding a police report in her hand, seeking 
a warrant for her boyfriend’s arrest. She kept 
her composure as the receptionist asked ques- 
tions. Yes, he had been physically abusive. No, 
they didn’t have any children together. Yes, 
she had previously tried to end the relation- 
ship. She then was sent back to talk to pros- 
ecutors. 

On a busy day, up to 90 people can come 
through the front doors, most of whom have

never before been to court, Patti said. Emo- 
tions are often raw, nerves frayed. There’s also 
the constant worry that the alleged abuser 
will show up at the courthouse. 

“You really do see people at their absolute 
best and their absolute worst here,” the judge 
said. 

In Nadia Ezaldein’s case, court officials 
found no paper trail revealing if her sister had 
sought the help of one of the advocates before 
seeing the judge. If she had, she likely would 
have been told about the law prohibiting fam- 
ily members from filing on behalf of a relative, 
Patti said. In her petition, the sister also listed 
her home address as Fort Lauderdale, Fla., 
likely another red flag for the judge, he said. 

Court records show that the day before, 
Dee had come to the courthouse to seek a 
no-contact order against Ezaldein’s sister for 
allegedly threatening to have her brother kill 
him. His request was rebuffed by a judge who 
said under the law he needed to prove a pat- 
tern of stalking, not a single incident. 

Nearly a week after Ezaldein’s murder, both 
case files still sat on Patti’s desk. The judge said 
he was still trying to answer his own question: 
What, if anything, could be learned from this? 

For now, only one conclusion was certain 
for Patti: “It’s an absolute tragedy for two 
families.”

Fire guts century-old building

Chicago firefighters were tasked with an 
emotional assignment in the South Loop 
on Wednesday: trying to save a historic for- 
mer fire station from being destroyed in an 
extra-alarm fire. 

“It’s a little heartbreaking,” said Deputy 
District Chief John Shehan, who was on the 
scene Wednesday afternoon when the fire 
caved in the building’s roof. “It’s a shame.” 

The extra-alarm fire started by accident 
at about 10:20 a.m. Wednesday while roof- 
ers were working on top of the building, 
according to Chicago Fire Department 
spokesman Juan Hernandez. The building 
was evacuated of construction workers and 
restaurant employees, and everyone got out 
safely. The blaze was under control by about 
12:15 p.m. after its roof collapsed. 

The firehouse-turned-restaurant at 1401 
S. Michigan Ave. has hosted a president and 
movie stars, and served as one of former 
Mayor Richard M. Daley’s favorite eateries. 

It is architecturally significant as well, ac- 
cording to Bonnie McDonald, president of 
Landmarks Illinois, who confirmed the build- 
ing was designated as a landmark in 2003. 

“It’s important for us to reuse this place as 
a landmark to firefighters,” McDonald said. 

Fire Commissioner Jose Santiago used 
to work from the building when it housed 
firefighters, according to Hernandez. Once 
Santiago learned of the fire, “he focused all 
efforts on extinguishing it,” Hernandez said. 
The building last served as a firehouse in the 
late 1990s, according to a CFD spokesman. 

Hernandez said every effort was made to 
preserve the building, though since the roof 
had collapsed it would “take a lot of moti- 
vation to be rebuilt, and we hope that it is, 
because obviously it’s a nice, iconic area.” 

The owner, Matthew O’Malley, said in a 
statement that he was grateful that no one

was hurt in the fire. He also said they plan 
to rebuild. 

“We owe it to our history, our team and 
our community to preserve this treasured 
Chicago landmark which will remain a cor- 
nerstone of the South Loop neighborhood.” 

The station was built for horse-drawn fire 
equipment in 1905 to serve the fashionable 
Prairie Avenue neighborhood, according to 
the Chicago Firehouse Restaurant’s website. 

“Its Romanesque Revival-style details 
... make it one of the more distinctive and

handsome firehouses in the City,” states the 
city’s Chicago Landmarks website. Most of 
the facade was kept intact when the build- 
ing was converted to a restaurant in 2000, 
and the metal sliding poles, lockers and tin 
ceilings also were retained. 

Firefighters were based there for decades. 
It was home base for Engine Company 104 
and, according to Shehan, an arson investi- 
gation unit. The 1991 Ron Howard movie 
“Backdraft,” about firefighter brothers on the 
trail of an arsonist, was partially filmed there. 

The Chicago Firehouse Restaurant was 
a favorite of Daley, who lived nearby. He 
hosted former President George W. Bush’s 
6oth birthday dinner there in 2006.

Financing OK’d 
for Soldier Field 
video screens

Just a few more games at Soldier Field and then 
Bears fans can say goodbye to the outdated 
video screens in use since the 2003 renovation. 

Under a financing deal approved on 
Wednesday by the Chicago Park District 
board, the stadium will replace the two exist- 
ing video screens with new, larger, brighter 
high-definition video screens—one at the 
north endzone and one at the south end- 
zone—in time for next football season. The 
existing video screens in each endzone mea- 
suring 23 feet high and 82 feet wide will be 
swapped out for ones 40 feet by 129 feet. 

That means the new video screens will have 
2.7 times bigger surface area, said Steve Lux, 
park district chief financial officer. 

“Tt’s not Cleveland, Jacksonville or Dallas 
but it’s a significant improvement from what’s 
there now,” said Park District CEO Mike Kelly, 
naming cities with stadiums with big screens. 

Ribbon boards at the 200 level will be re- 
placed and new ribbon boards will be added on 
the east and west side of the 300 level as well. 

“Improving our fans’ game day experience 
remains a priority and bringing larger, high 
definition video boards will add to the in-sta- 
dium environment,” according to a statement 
from the Bears. 

The Chicago Park District board voted 
Wednesday to advance $7 million for the pur- 
chase of video boards, ribbon boards, video con- 
trol room equipment and related construction. 

The park district, which owns Soldier 
Field, will get reimbursed “over a period of 
time” by the Illinois Sports Facility Associa- 
tion through its annual capital improvements 
subsidy and existing association funds, ac- 
cording to a park document. 

The Bears will finance the remaining costs 
of the estimated $20 million project. The 
project includes the purchase of the equip- 
ment, the removal and demolition of the ex- 
isting video boards, and the design, engineer- 
ing and installation of the new video boards, 
according to the park district. 

It is unclear whether Bears ticket prices will 
be directly impacted by the project. 

Demolition of the existing video boards 
will begin the day after the Hockey Classic on 
Feb. 7, Lux said. Installation is expected to be 
completed by July 15, he said.

Maggie Daley Park 
to be dog-free area

Leah Laurie wants to be able to walk her 
three-year-old dog Ricky, a Cavalier King 
Charles spaniel, across the street at the new 
Maggie Daley Park. 

But the Chicago Park District won't allow 
it. Just like at Millennium Park. 

Laurie joined a handful of downtown resi- 
dents who on Wednesday asked the park dis- 
trict to reconsider its ban on dogs at the new 
$60 million Maggie Daley Park, which opens 
its ice skating ribbon on Saturday. 

“He definitely wants this park back open; he 
and all his friends,” Laurie, 62, said of her dog. 
She said she had walked Ricky through the park 
before it went under construction to access the 
lakefront without incident or complaints. 

After the park board meeting, park district 
CEO Mike Kelly explained the decision he 
made to prohibit dogs there. 

“It’s dog waste. Despite what people want— 
and all these people are good people, they all 
have the best interest at heart—but people do 
let their dogs off leash in Chicago,” Kelly said. 

“It was a prudent decision. ... Unfortu- 
nately, we have to make tough decisions here 
and we know it’s not going to make everybody 
happy, but it is going to be a wonderful park.” 

Some residents said they feel betrayed be- 
cause they were promised that dogs would 
be allowed, pointing to park renderings that 
show dogs on the site. 

Todd Doersch, who has lived across from 
Maggie Daley Park for six years, isn’t a dog 
owner but thinks the park should permit pets. 

“T have witnessed over the years many hun-

dreds of dog walkers and dog owners in that 
exact park respectfully using the park ... and 
cleaning up after their pets,” Doersch said. 

However, Kelly disputes that allowing dogs 
at the park was ever guaranteed. 

‘All I can say is it was never promised by 
me. It may very well, though, have been part 
of the community process. But it’s a 20-acre 
park that evolved,” he said. 

The park district pointed out there are two 
dog parks nearby at Lake Shore East and South 
Grant Park and that dogs are not allowed on 
playgrounds. Roughly 95 percent of the city’s 
585 parks are accessible for dogs, Kelly said. 

Kelly isn’t saying Maggie Daley Park will be 
dog-free for forever. 

“I don’t want to give false hope. But of course 
we evolve over the years and if it makes sense 
down the road ... we will reconsider it,” he said.

Kirk condemns staffers 
over CIA torture report 


Sen. Mark Kirk on Wednesday condemned 
the Democratic staffers on the Senate Intel- 
ligence Committee as “little zombies” reach- 
ing up from their “political graves” and said 
the panel’s report on the CIA’s harsh inter- 
rogations of terror suspects threatened US. 
troops and other personnel overseas. 

He took aim squarely at the staffers of 
Sen. Dianne Feinstein (D-Calif), who chairs 
the intelligence panel. “We may lose a couple 
of Americans in uniform on the front line in 
Afghanistan because of this incredible selfish 
act by Feinstein’s staff,” Kirk said. 

Feinstein had a swift rebuke for Kirk. “This is 
character assassination and as far from the truth 
as can be,” spokesman Tom Mentzer quoted her 
as saying in response to Kirk’s comments. 

Kirk maintained the Democratic staffers 
would lose their jobs when Republicans take 
control of the Senate and committees, includ- 
ing the intelligence panel, Jan. 6.

‘cause the American 
people picked a Re- 
publican — majority 
in the last election,” 
Kirk said. “They wanted so desperately to be 
relevant and they reached up from the politi- 
cal grave, like [Secretary of State John] Kerry, 
to do this harm to our troops overseas.” 

Reaction by Republican senators to the 
lengthy report, released Tuesday, on the use of 
enhanced interrogation techniques—which 
Democrats say amounted to torture—has 
been mixed.

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Sword fighting is Lorenzo Richelmy’s new second language

Eight months ago, Italian actor Lorenzo 
Richelmy didn’t know how to ride a horse, 
sword fight, do martial arts or use a bow and 
arrow. 

Now, after playing the title role in Netflix’s 
new series “Marco Polo,” the 24-year-old can 
do all those things —and speak English. 

“I didn’t know English at the beginning of 
this,” he said during a recent phone interview. 
“It was pretty massive, the kind of training I 
did. ... I had six weeks actually to learn kung 
fu, archery, horseback riding, Mongolian wres- 
tling and sword fighting and English, basically.” 

Although “Marco Polo,” which premieres 
at 2:01 a.m. Friday on Netflix, boasts an inter- 
national cast of hundreds and used more than 
300 extras at a time in some battle scenes, the 
story of the 13th century Italian merchant- 
turned-explorer’s early adventures in the court 
of Mongolian leader Kublai Khan wouldn’t fly 
without the right man playing Polo. 

Produced by the Weinstein Company at a 
cost of about $90 million for 10 episodes, ac- 
cording to industry executives interviewed 
by the New York Times, it’s not only Netflix’s 


most expensive original production to date, 
but also one of the costliest TV series ever. It 
was filmed in Italy and Kazakhstan, as well as 
Malaysia, where a 50-acre studio of 51 sets was 
built by a crew of more than 500. 

Richelmy said he felt the pressure of lead- 
ing such a huge production. His parents were 
theater actors, so he began acting as a child 
and at 18 starred in an Italian TV series for two 
seasons before going to drama school. Since 
then, he’s worked steadily in TV and movies, 
but “Marco Polo” is by far his biggest project 
to date. 

“I realized how massive it was when in 
Venice we occupied three {city} squares, two 
bridges and a river and had this fake moon two 
miles away just to have the shine on the river,” 
he said. “In that moment I said to myself, ‘Holy 
{bleep}. OK, the only way to do it is just pre- 
tend it’s easy and just play.” 

Series creator John Fusco and his producers 
looked at more than 100 actors for the role. 
They flew Richelmy to Malaysia for a second 
audition but still weren’t quite sure about him, 
according to the actor. 

“My English was pretty [bleep],” Richelmy

said, laughing. “They told me, ‘Listen you can- 
not do this job. So we’re going to try to give you 
a dialect coach for one week and let’s see how 
far you can get.’” 

The actor began his English training, as 
well as four hours in the gym, horseback 
riding and martial arts lessons each day—and 
landed the job. 

“He has this brooding quality but also this 
fire,” Fusco says in a Netflix featurette for the 
series. “He is a perfect balance between story- 
teller and badass warrior.”

Of all the skills he’s learned during the proj- 
ect, Richelmy says English was the most diffi- 
cult but also the most important as a storyteller. 
Besides, he just couldn’t have an American or 
Australian actor playing such a famous Italian. 
“I thought to myself, “Why? Why? Why 
don't they take me? They take an American 
actor speaking and doing the Italian?’ In the 
show I speak in Italian sometimes and you 
don’t want to watch like Brad Pitt in ‘Inglorious 
Basterds’ say ‘bon gornie’ [for buongiorno]!”
